INFANTILE PARALYSIS 
NOT SEVERE IN STATE 


Fewer Cases Reported This 
Year Than Last; Precau- 
tions Are Listed. 


By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS. 

Clarke county yesterday reported 
the 18th case of infantile paralysis 
in Georgia since January 1. 

Dr. Dan Bowdoin, state epidemolo- 
gist, said the state situation was not 
serious but he advised people to stay 
out of epidemic areas in other states. 

Dr. Bowdoin released the following 
statement: 

“As a result of the epidemics of in- 
fantile paralysis in Alabama, Tennes- 
see and Mississippi, we have experi- 
enced in the state quite a feeling of 
alarm. This is only natural since the 


consequences of this disease are 60 
prominent and mean so much to the 
happiness and welfare of the individ- 
ual as well as the individual's fam- 


ily. 
Less Than Last Year. 

“So far we have had reported only 
18 cases in this state during 1936, Of 
these, three resulted in death. From 
January 1 to August 1, 1935, 20 cases 
occurred, of which eight resulted in 
death. Comparatively, the disease has 
not been quite so severe this year as 
last. 

“The general public can do much to 
avoid the spread of this disease by not 
attending crowded places and avoiding 
intimate contact with’ other people. 
Do not visit anyone sick without first 
consulting the attending physician. 

“The custom of visiting the sick is 
a very thoughtful one but frequently 
results in illness of the visitor or 
some of his or her immediate asso- 
ciates. Since infantile paralysis is 
spread by normal, healthy, well peéo- 
ple who have become carriers by in- 
timate contact with other carriers or 
by contact with people who are de- 
veloping the disease, or with those 
sick with the disease, it becomes &

512 PARALYSIS CASES 
REPORTED IN 38 STATES 
WASHINGTON, July 30.—P>)— 


The public health service announced 
today 512 cases of infantile paralysis 
had. been reported in 38 states since 
June 1] 

Alabama led the list with 209, and 
Tennessee was second with 60, ‘Cali- 
fornia had 52, Illinois 27, New York 
24, and Mississippi 15. Several states 
had only one case. 

There were 117 new cases last week, 
two less than during the preceding 
week. Alabama reported 39 new 
cases, compared to 35 the previous 
week. 

States in which the disease had not 
been reported were New Hampshire, 
Wisconsin, Minnesota, South Dakota, 
Nebraska, Delaware, Arkansas, Wyo- 
ming, Colorado, Oklahoma and the 
District of Columbia. 

The public health service joined the 
Alabama fight against the outbreak 
three weeks ago, and two experts, Dr. 
Charles Armstrong and Dr. J. P. 
Leake, were sent to the affected area 
to direct the use of a nasal spray 
which the service hopes will be ef- 
fective in checking the spread of the 
disease.

British House of Commons 
Told of Trans-Ocean 


Plans. 


LONDON, July 30.—(/)—A pro- 
jected trans-Atlantic mail and pas- 
senger air service was announced to- 
day in the house of commons by Sir 
Philip Sassoon, undersecretary for air. 

Although Sir Philip set no definite 
date for service to start, he said ex- 
perimental long-distance flights would 
be conducted shortly. 

Three aviation companies, he said, 
will combine in a joint operating com- 
pany incorporated to direct the serv- 
ice. They will be nominated by the 
governments of the United Kingdom, 
the Irish Free State and Canada. 

Imperial Airways, which for years. 
has flown a regular service connecting 
England with the European continent 
= India, will be nominated by Eng- 
and, 

In return for landing facilities 
granted by the United States, Pan- 
American Airways, a United States 
company, will participate. It also will 
be granted landing facilities in the 
United Kingdom, Canada, Newfound- 
land and the Irish Free State. 

Fifty-one per cent of the capital 
subscribed, however, will be held in 
the United Kingdom and each of the 
participating British countries will 
nominate three directors. Canadian 
and Irish Free State subscribers will 
hold a total of 24 1-2 per cent of the 
capital each. 

Preference will be given, Sir Philip | 
said, to the direct route across the 
Atlantic—via Newfoundland and Can- 
ada—but it may be necessary to oper- 
ate by way of Bermuda in the winter 
while the service is new.

Fires New Broadside. 

Senator Russell fired a new broad- 
side at Governor Talmadge for the 
chief executive’s opposition to old- 
age pensions and other features of 
the social security act. 

“In the first place, Talmadge tells 
you he _ vetoed the old-age pension 
amendment in Georgia because it 
barred farmers from participating,” 
the junior senator charged. “Well, 
let me tell you that he vetoed this 
amendment five months before - the 
federal act was passed, long before 
he had ever heard of it and long 
before he had any conception of what 
it was, if he has a conception now.” 

The senator said that the old-age 
pension program vetoed by the Gov- 
ernor for Georgia was one which con- 
tained provisions for all classes of 


people. 


Vented Spleen. 


“He vetoed that plan and he fights 
the Social Security Act because he 
hates President Roosevelt and the 
democratic party, Dick Russell and 
everything for which they stand,” the 
senator charged. “He vented his spleen 
on the old folks of Georgia who, he 
thought, had no one to defend them.” 

Russell ridiculed Talmadge charges 
made Wednesday ‘at Lincolnton that 
negroes will get the greater propor- 
tion of pension money if the pensions 
are inaugurated in Georgia. 

“Now he raises the age-old racial 
cry,’ the senator said. ““‘We in Geor- 
gia are able to take care of that ques- 
tion. We have been taking care of it 
for 70 years. We fought for white 
supremacy ‘when the men who are 
now Gene’s friends were trying to 
put negroes in control of the state. We 
won out against them then and if they 
try. it now we will win again. You 
and I know that the state of Georgia 
will set up regulations for those pen- 
sions.and see to it that a man or a 
woman gets what they deserve. It 
does not mean that all people will get 
the same pension. Gene can have no 
fear of the negroes getting all of the 
money.” 

Halted by Applause. 

Shouts of approval halted the sena- 
tor as he bore in on Talmadge’s stand 
on old-age pensions, aged men and 
women in their thin piping voices join- 
ing feebly in the cheering. 

The senator said Georgia farmers 
‘“may decide whether they wish all 
the farm legislation wiped out, as is 
promised by my opponent, or whether 
they wish to have it perfected, as I 
pledge my best efforts to bring about.”’ 

“The. cotton farmer has made the 


‘largest contribution to the increasing | 


| wealth of the United States,” Russell 
| said. 
| He cited United States cotton ex- 
| ports valued at $28,283,916,000 in the 
last 70 years,as their contribution 
'to a favorable trade balance and said 
‘that “in destroying the farmer, con- 
_eentrated wealth in this nation threat- 
'ened its own destruction.” 
Only Recovery Road. 

He said President Roosevelt “saw 
that the only road to recovery was 
through restoration of the buying pow- 
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er of the 40,000,000 people on Amer- 
ican farnis.” 

He asserted Talmadge had “gone 
over to the enemy” and proposed to 
lead the farmers “over the road to 
wreck and ruin, to 5-cent cotton, to 
‘Hoover carts’ and patched overalls.” 

“What is the road on which Roose- 
velt and Russell are trying to keep 
the Georgia farmers?’ Russell asked. 
“It is the highway to increasing farm 
prices, to government checks to restore 
the farmers’ buying power, to an in- 
come tax that will compel the swollen 
fortunes of this country to pay their 
fair share of the cost of government.” 

Farmer May Decide. 

Russell said “Governor Talmadge 
promises to take the federal income 
tax off, and to stop every government 
check to tie farmers. I favor the main- 
tenance of both the income tax and the 
checks. The farmer may decide where 
his interest lies.” 

“The Governor left the farmers who 
made him when he strayed off after 
the Raskobs and the du Ponts and was 
hypnotized by the luxuries of Phila- 
~—— and New York.” 

ussell charged Talmadge was us- 
ing “stooges” in his campaign crowds 
to shout at him. 
“If Watson Lived Today.” 

“My opponent puses as a great Jef- 
fersonian and a great Watsonian dem- 
ocrat,” the senator said. “Tom Wat- 
son was the daddy of the rural mail 
system. He spent his life _ fighting 
against the great concentration of 
wealth through the income tax. If Tom 
Watson was living today the article 
he would write against Gene would 
burn hitn so badly it would take half 
of the Atlantic ocean to put him out.” 

Russell cited legislation he helped 
to enact on behalf of peanut, tobacco 
and turpentine farmers, the seed loan

“My opponent promises to repeal 
every one of those laws,” he said, “I 
promise, as your senator for the next 
six years, to fight for lower interest 
rates and better credit facilities for 
the farmer so that all he makes will 
not go to pay excessive charges.”

HOME TESTED RECIPES 


Cool. salads perk up flagging appetites. 


What shall we eat these hot, ex- 
hausting days? Any housewife wilts 
at the thought of preparing meals 
when the mercury hovers around the 
century mark. The secret of summer 
cooking is the preparation of food 
which will perk up a listless appetite, 
and one of the simplest means of ac- 
complishing this is in the serving of 
cool, crisp salads. Appetites are stim- 
ulated when a tempting salad is placed 
on the luncheon or dinner table, re- 
gardless to what height the mercury 
soars. 

As a main dish at luncheon or sup- 
per, a hearty salad is an appetizing 
choice.

Crabmeat Salad. 

One cup diced celery, 3-4 cup shred- 
ded crab meat, 1 green pepper, 2 hard 
cooked eggs—diced, 1 cup peas (cook- 
ed), 1-2 cup sweet pickles—diced, salt 
to taste. 

Combine all ingredients, tossing 
lightly with a fork in order not to 
mash. Blend the dressing with the 
salad mixture, using just enough to 
hold ingredients. Allow the salad to 
chill thoroughly before serving. Serves 
eight. Dressing: Combine equal parts 
of chili sauce and mayonnaise. Add 
1 tablespoon of lemon juice and blend 
well, (Tuna fish or salmon may 
substituted for crabmeat in this salad 
if desired.) 

A delightful accompaniment for this 
main course salad is potato chips 
spread with a paste made with two 
parts of cream Roquefort cheese ani 
one part chili sauce or catsup and 
one part chopped stuffed olives or 
pickles. ‘These potato chip canapes, 
as they are called, will absorb mois- 
ture from the mixture, so it is im- 
portant to serve them immediately 
after they: have been spread. 

As a suggestion for the complete 
luncheon or supper menu, you will 
find the following a pleasing combi- 
nation: 

Chilled Tomato Juice Cocktail 
Crabmeat Salad—Potato Chip Canapes 
Relish Tray of Pickles, Radish Roses, 

Ripe and Stuffed Olives 
Iced Coffee 
Frozen Fruit Sherbet—Sweet Wafers 

Following are other good salad 
recipes which may help you in pre- 
paring your meals during these hot 


days: 
Ham Salad. 

One-half cup mayonnaise, 1 cup 
boiled potatoes—diced, 1-2 cup cooked 
peas, 2 eups cooked ham—diced, 2 
pimientos—chopped, 1-2 cup celery— 
diced, 1-4 cup bread and butter 
pickles—finely diced. 

Blend mayonnaise gently with re- 
maining ingredients. Arrange on 
crisp lettuce. Garnish with additional 
mayonnaise, sections of hard-cooked 
egg and beet slices. 

Potato Salad. 

Two cups cold boiled potatoe— 
sliced, 1-2 tablespoon onion—finely 
chopped, 1-4 cup mayonnaise, 1 table- 
spoon vinegar, 1-2 teaspoon salt, dash 
of white pepper, 1 hard cooked egg— 
sliced. 

Blend potatoes, onion, mayonnaise, 
vinegar, salt and pepper. Toss lightly 
together and chill 1 hour or longer. 
Serve on crisp lettuce. Garnish with 
slices of egg and additional mayon- 
naise. (Excellent salad with cold 


cuts.) 
Roast Beef Salad. 


One-half cup cooked potatoes— 


diced, 2 cups cooked string beans, 1 
cup cooked roast beef—diced, dash 
of white pepper, 1-2 teaspoon horse- 
radish mustard, 1 tablespoon vinegar, 
1-4 teaspoon salt, dash of paprika, 1-4 
cup mayonnaise. 

Blend mayonnaise, mustard, vine 
gar, salt, pepper and paprika. Com- 
bine with potatoes and beans (cut 
lengthwise and then crosswise into 
3-4 inch pieces). Chill until ready to 
serve. Add beef and toss together 
lightly. Serve on crisp lettuce with 
radish roses and additional mayon- 


naise. 
Veal Salad. 

One quart cold veal—cubed, 2 cups 
cooked peas, 2 cups of cut celery, 1 
cucumber, 6 sweet pickles. 

Cut all ingredients together, add a 
ttle lemon juice and enough mayon- 


naise dressing to thoroughly moisten.

French Dressing. 

Now for some grand recipes for 
novel French dressings. Each has a 
special tangy flavor of its own: 

French Dressing (foundation re- 
cipe)—Mix 1-2 teaspoon salt, 1 tea- 
spoon sugar and 1-8 teaspoon pap- 
rika. Add 1-4 cup pure vinegar and 
1-2 cup pure olive oil, and beat thor- 
oughly. 

Anchovy Dressing—To foundation 
recipe add 2 tablespoons finely chop- 
ped anchovies. Especially good with 
egg and anchovy salad. 

Chiffonade Dressing—To foundation 
recipe add 2 tablespoons chopped 
parsley, 2 teaspoons chopped onion, 
1 hard cooked egg. chopped, and 1-4 
cup cooked beets, chopped. Especial- 
ly good with romanie salad and cab- 
bage salad. 

Honey French Dressing—In founda- 
tion recipe use 1 tablespoon less vine- 
gar and add 1-8 teaspoon additional 
paprika and 1 tablespoon strained 
honey. Especialfy good with salad 
bowl fruit combination and pear salad, 

Ketcaup Dressing—To foundation

CHICAGO, July 30.—(AP)—Highlights of the speech tonight 
of Colonel Frank Knox in formally accepting the republican nomi- 
nation for vice president of the United States: 

‘| am moved tonight by a realization that in this crusade for the 
restoration of sound government in our land there is before me 
the greatest opportunity for service that has ever come to me.”’ 


“From the day it took office it (the Roosevelt administration) 
embarked on a series of hysterical experiments on the economic life 
of a burdened people.” 


“This policy of government by guess, officially explained by 
President Roosevelt as founded on a philosophy of try-anything- 
once, was initiated under the title of economic planning.” 


“No one of its proponents has even been able to define the 
New Deal or to explain what it is aimed at or where it is going. 
..» It began with a proposal for a belt of trees in a territory that 
nature had decided should not have trees. It is ending with the use 
of public funds to conduct classes in tap dancing.” 


“They (the New Deal policies) are a strange interlude between 
the solemn promises of the 1932 and the vague generalities of the 
1936 (democratic) platforms.” 


“It is constantly asserted that the republican party has always 
stood for a streng federal government. The assertion is correct.

ARMY ENGINEERS EASTPORT, Maine, July 30.—The case of the 
SPEND MILLIONS _ United States army engineers selected for the 
non-military duty of spending hundreds of millions of dollars, some- 
times under definite time restrictions, is strongly reminiscent of the plot 
of ‘‘Brewster’s Millions.” In that fantastic job of fiction, a young man 
was called upon to get rid of a fortune in a limited time under limited 
conditions, and found himself with a cash balance on his hands as the 
deadline approached. I belieye they were on a yacht at sea in a storm, 
unable to get ashore to spend the last $50,000, when someone told the 
hero of the piece that it would cast $50,000 in salvage charges to fire 
a signal of distress. At which he touched off the rocket, went broke 
in the nick of time and was saved to enjoy a success achieved when all 
seemed lost. 

The army engineers constitute a form of coolie labor in their line. 
They are the brain trust of the United States army, but the number of 
officers in the corps so far exceeds the strictly military assignments with 
troops that many of them go along for years on detached duty. Soldiers 
they are, to be sure, also keeping their uniforms ready on the hangers 
and their ears alert for the call of the bugle, but their abilities mark them 
for long periods at other duties in the service of other branches of the 
government, on loan from the War Department. This seems very agree- 
able to the War Department. It pleases the army’s pride that army men 
are found indispensable in the construction of dams and levees and model 
towns and the work provides valuable experienc® for men who will be 
just that much more able in time of war. Moreover, as government 
accounting is coldly practical, the departments which borrow the engi- 
neers naturally are expected to reimburse the army for their pay and 
prerequisites, relieving the army of that proportion of its peacetime 
running expense. _ 


COMMANDER’S PAY This is a small item, however, for the pay of 


IS ONLY $5,000 a lieutenant colonel, which is the rank in 
command of the Passamaquoddy job, is only $5,000 a year, plus $1,200 
for quarters, heat and light. The other army engineers on the project 
are captains who cost the taxpayers about $3,500 per head per year. 
Among them, they have had the responsibility of spending, according to 
their orders and the law and the specifications of the job, a kitty fo 
$7,000,000, marked down from an original figure of $37,000,000, 

A civilian district engineer in Colonel Phil Fleming’s place would 
hardly consider himself overpaid for his services and responsibility at 
one-half of 1 per cent of the amount involved, which would be $35,000 
a year, according to my simple, expense-account arithmetic. The sub- 
ordinate engineers, corresponding in service and responsibility to the 
army captains on duty at Passamaquoddy, would be high-priced men, 
too. So far as I know, there has been no complaint from civilian engi- 
neers of this army competition in their profession, but the case does 
seem roughly parallel to that of the doctors who decry socialized medi- 
cine and the economic royalists who deplore the intrusion of the gov- 
ernment in business, especially the pwer business. 


ENGINEERS DO NOT The army engineers, however, have no 
LOBBY FOR JOBS voice in the matter. As soldiers they are

VIENNA, July 29.—(UP)—The 
average Austrian believes the world's 
worst war is inevitable and he is only 
a helpless pawn in a diplomatic game 
that dictators are playing on the chess 
board of Europe. 

That apprehension stretches through 
most of central Eupore. The new 
Austro-German agreement seals the 
fates of the two nations as though 
they were one. 

This move has upset Europe's se- 
cret military plans and treaties and 
has caused a new race for balance of 
power on the continent. The man 
in Vienna views the mailed fist of re- 
armed Germany as even more ominous 
than at the zero hour of 1914. He 
sees Germany carving out new chan- 


nels to power. 
Smashed Austrian Door. 


Hitler has smashed throngh the 
door whieh barred him in Austria for 
many years and has thrown Europe 
into a frantic scramble for new align- 
ments. 

Whether Hitler, Premier Benito 
Mussolini and Chancellor Kurt Schu- 
schnigg, the three dictators who en- 
gineered the Austro-German pact, did 
so with a view to entangling Europe's 
military alliances by forming an anti- 
soviet bloc from the Baltic to the Med- 
iterranean, is problematical. 

What ie certain, however, is that 
realignment already is under way, 
at break-neck speed. Millions of Aus- 
trians earnestly and fearfully believe 
their lives hang in the balance of the 
daring game which Hitler has played, 
bewildering a world not yet recovered 
from Germany's reoccupation of the 
Rhineland and Il] Duce’s conquest of 
Ethiopia. 

Generally, Austrians are releived 
that peace has been signed with Ger- 
many after three years of an unde 
clared state of war during which the 
nazie fought to win the country to 
the banner of the third reich.

HEALTH TALKS

It is especially important to follow 
instructions in the first month of nurs- 
ing the baby, for it is then that habits 
are established and also it is in the 
first month that most complications 
are likely to occur. 

Simple soap and water cleanliness 
of baby’s face and hands, and of 
mother’s hands and breast, maintained 
by careful washing before each nurs- 
ing, is the best precaution against in- 
flammation, “caking,” abscess of the 
breast. 

The baby should nurse about half 
the time from each breast, not one 


breast one time and the other the next. 
If any milk remains after the baby is 
through nursing, it should be gently 
expressed, for complete emptying of 
the breast is a better stimulus to lac- 
tation and the secretion of rich milk 

At no time, and especially at the 
beginning of lactation, should’ the 
breasts be pumped, massaged or treat- 
ed with any medication in salve or lin- 
iment. When anything is wrong only 
the advice of the physician should be 
followed. A great deal of grief comes 
to young mothers who follow the well- 
meant but mischievous advice of neigh- 
bors or relatives. 

As a rule the woman’s health, com- 
fort and “figure” are all best pre- 
served if no support or brassiere is 
used. However, if a support gives 
comfort and does not make pressure it 
may be worn for a short while. Re- 
member, such supports tend to sub- 
stitute flabbiness for firmness later on. 

In any acute illness or acute inflam- 
mation it is generally better to con- 
tinue regular nursing, at least until 
otherwise instructed by the physician. 

The Last Week Is Easiest If You 

Know How. 

Wean the baby at the age of eight 
or nine months. Long before that the 
baby should be accustomed to taking 
either a supplementary feeding or wa- 
ter perhaps containing his daily ra- 
tion of tomato juice or orange juice. 

Weaning in such circumstances be- 
comes a simple process which is com- 
pleted-in.@ week or ten days at, the 
outside, by giving one less breast feed- 
ing every day or every second day, 
and gradually substituting bottle feed- 
ings. When the process is finished, 
leave the breasts severely alone. Wear 
a light supporter or brassiere. Take a 
bottle of magnesius citrate solution 
or any other brisk saline laxative. 
and do not again handle, rub or ap- 
ply anything to the breasts.

HOLLYWOOD, July 30.—“I’m a 
sadist—a paid sadist,” stage-whispered 
Peter Lorre, rolling his large, round, 
blue-veined eyes. A woman sitting at 
the next table in the “Hollywood 
Brown Derby stifled a scream and left 
hurriedly. 


“In Europe I’m a bogey man for 
children. Mothers snatch them out 
of my paths, In Jugoslavia a woman 
died of heart failure jn the theater 
showing ‘M’. My own wife was scared 
of me after seeing me as the hairless 
Mexican in ‘Secret Agent.’ And the 
funny part of it is, I’m really a 
comedian. But the success of my first 
picture, ‘M,’ typed me as a murderous 
madman. If Chaplin himself had 
started that way, he'd probably be 
playing villain parts today. 

“I think it is a good policy to be 
typed for a certain period of time—- 
not too long—just long enough to 
become known for a certain type of 
work. For myself, I think the time 
has come to change. I have already 
refused a fortune to continue playing 
frightening roles.” 

Lorre is probably the one actor in 
the world who had to be coerced into 
playing Napoleon. | 

“There are three or four historic 
characters that handicap actors—Na- 
poleon most of all,” stated Lorre,

LINT PICKING SEASON 
UNDER WAY IN GEORGI 


Crop Is Reported Greatly 
Cut Over State by Se- 
vere Drouth. 


By the Associated Press. 


Picking of Georgia's cotton crop, 
for generations one of the state’s 


chief products, began on a _ limited 
scale in some sections this week and 
“first bales’’ made their appearance in 
market centers. - 

Generally, the “first bales” were re- 
ceived with acclaim, front page pub- 
licity and keen interest because they 
meant that cotton time is near. 

Hit By Drouth. 

This year’s crop, hard hit by drouth 

in the upper half of the state, is gen- 


erally reported good in south Georgia. 

What it will yield is almost any- 
body’s guess. Tom Linder, state com- 
missioner of agriculture, said recent- 
ly he looked for about half the nor- 
mal crop. He emphasized that weath- 
er and insect conditions between now 
and the fruition of the crop—unusual- 
ly late in upper Georgia—might 
change the yield, one way or another. 

Boll weevils usually are particular- 
ly active in late cotton, but so far 
no serious general infestation has 
been reported. 

C. W. Mindling of the Atlanta 
Weather Bureau, said this week cot- 
ton had made satisfactory growth dur- 


|ing the past three weeks or more, 


over much of Georgia, But, he said, it 
is “still much under-sized” over great 
areas in the northern part of the state. 

Cotton growers in upper Georgia 
had tragic experiences with the crop 
this year. 

A drouth came about the time the 
crop is normally planted. Some grow- 
ers, taking a long shot on the weath- 
er, decided to plant anyway. The 
seed dried up for lack of moisture. Oth- 
ers waited in vain for rain. In some 
cases fields were planted two and three 
times. Of course, the best seed the 
farmers could afford was planted first. 
In many cases, they were obliged to 
plant seed less good each time the 
first planting failed. 

In some parts of north Georgia, cot- 
ton fields present a pitiful appearance. 
There are fields where cotton came 
up only in scattered parts of the 
fields, and in these is only a few 
inches high. The plants, 
from drouth, appear scorched 
wilted. 

Even in,north Georgia, however, 
there are spots where showers have 
fallen and cotton looks good. 

Fields Bloom. 

Fields are abloom in the north and 
middle sections, and the crop is in 
bloom farther south.

BEREIN, July 30.—(?)—

BERLIN, July 30.—(4)—The big- 
gest pre-Olympic battle tonight was 
being waged between Japan and Fin- 
land, rival bidders for the 1940 games, 
as nazi Germany applied the finish- 
ing touches to its $25,000,000 ath- 
letic extravaganza. . 

The heaviest oratorical guns were 
brought into play during an all-day 
bombardment before the international 
Olympic committee which, earlier in 
the day, had ousted Ernest Lee 
Jahncke, of New Orleans, by a unani- 
mous vote and promptly installed 
Avery Brundage as his successor. 

A decision on the next games, al- 
ready overdue, is slated to be made 
by secret ballot at the committee's 
closing sessions tomorrow afternoon. 

Officially Jahncke lost, his place 
on the committee on the grounds that 
he failed to attend two consecutive 
meetings of the committee. It was 
recalled. however, that the New Or- 
leans sportsman and former assistant 
secretary of the navy opposed Ameri- 
can participation if the games were 
to be held in Germany. 

Except for the women’s track and 
field and swimming teams which re- 
mained hard hit by illness, the en- 
tire American contingent appeared in 
better health and spirits. 

The shotputters, Jack Torrance, of 
Baton Rouge, La., and Dimitri Zaitz, 
of Boston College, remained so far 
off form that their Olympic chances 
have virtually vanished, barring sud- 
den comebacks. On the other hand, 
the foot-racers who start competition 
Sunday, notably Jesse Owens, John 
Woodruff and Don Lash, were pro- 
nounced in the best possible condition.

Rising prices during June and early 
July were attributed to the high level 
of world consumption of American 
cotton compared with last year, the 
small supply in private hands, reduc- 
tion in stocks of government-financed 
cotton, and a belief that the coming 
crop would show only a moderate in- 
crease Over last year’s. 

‘The Bureau of Agricultural Kco- 
nomics said the highest daily price 
for cotton this season was 13.42 cents 
July 10 with an average of 13.08 for 
the week ending July 18. 

The condition of the domestic cot- 
ton textile industry was reported im- 
proved during the last two months 
with mill consumption in June at 556,- 


in June last year. 

The report said European mill ac- 
tivity was generally at a fairly high 
level although conditions varied from 
country to country. 

Yarn production and cloth exports 
were at high levels in Japan although 
Indian and Brazilian imports increas- 
ed in relation to America. 

Exports of American cotton in June 
were 287.000 bales compared to 345.,-
